Gen. Grant and acvepiod by Gen. Lee (for what 
veteran army ever yet gave up its weapons in 
order to be tried uud punished for treason?) 
but because we are invst uaxious to hasten aud 
perfect the establictunent of Peaco and Good 
Will botween the North and the South, between 
Whito and Black, aud we painfully feel that 
trying and hunging mien for simple treason— 
now that the Hobellion hos utterly collapsed 
and exploded— J tend Lo embitter, to exa 
perate, ond to render tho 9x-Rebels unani- 
mously, inflesibly liostile to any concession of 
political rights to their late sla Tn short, 
we feel that hauginy men for treason merely— 
gow that Peace is restored on tho basis of 
Reunion—would tend to fix Four Millions of 
loyal Americans permanontly ip a state of po- 
litical impotence aud cewi-vaxsalogo; while we 
hope, by a contrary policy, to pave tbe way to 
partial and ultinai-ly thorough recoguition 
of their rights as men ond citizens, 

All this, we trust, is ent with "sensi- 
bility,” “philantheopy," and even ‘“tonder- 
neas,” if The Times will have it 80, but not es- 
pecially for “*criwivals.” Wo regard the eman- 
cipation of Fonr Millions of onr codntrymon 
from the fearfil burdens of prejudice, disfran- 
chisement, ridicule and hatred, under which 
they still suffer notwithstanding tho endden 
overthrow of chattel Slavery, os the noblest and 
most important work still incumbent on the Re- 
public—as important for the -White aa the 
Black, the North as tho Sonth. We must un- 
learn as a people our contempt and scorn of one- 
eighth of our cuuntrymen beforo we can bo 
traly great, truly uvited, or truly safe. This 
end wo believe we promote by opposing excon- 
tions for treason, ‘This may be a very shallow 
and mistaken view; bot that wo hold it The 
Times does not doubt. Its soundnoss we leave 
to the test of Time, 

Wo are proud of the fact that no conspicaons 
Abolitionist in those days when Abolition was 
generally odious and execrated ia now an 
advocate of hanging for simple treason; while, 
onthe other hund, wo recognize none of tho 
presént advocates of bangiug os, eyen now, 
especially anxious that the Blacks shall be 
tecognized by our constitutiong and laws as 
entitled to the common rights of manhood, On 
the coutrary, most of those who clamor for 
physical demonstrations that Troason is a crime, 
to bo punished like Murder or Arson, seem 
generally willing that “tho nigger” shall tako 
bis chanco in the “reconstructed” States, with 
Whites as the only roconstructors; and the ex- 
Rebels embittered by tho exeoutions of their 
shiefs for treason. Now, these éx-Rebela will 
sote—it is childish to talk of Preventing them, 
as tho Virginia oxporimeut bas shown—and 
thoy will rule, too, if the Blacks are not 
enfranchised. Asa party, they will bo atrength- 
ened as well as embittered by overy ono of 
their chiefs who may bo excouted for simple 
treason. And, since the South is likely to bo 
given up to their rule, it becomes Abolitionists 
to take care that these rulers do not find in tho 
{ciends of the Blacks their own most vindictive 
and sanguinary foes,” 

Bo much for our special reasons for activity 
and earnestness in opposition to hanging for de- 
fated and now impotent treason. But we be- 
fiove History, Authority and Renson, os woll as 
Humanity, forbid such hanging on gencral 
grounds, We do not much favor killing in cold 
‘blood any how, though we do not on that ac- 
count hold that legal penalties, fairly incurred, 
shall remain unexeouted. In the case in point,

tard their trauswission to market. Lavk of 
droft animals, and of currenoy, of merchants 
and moreantilo machi falling ri 
broken railroads, &c., &o., will for o time keop 
back large quantities; but money and enter- 
priso will go wherever there is good promise of 
reward; and neither greenbaoks nor substautial 
fubrics cnn now be much better employed than 
in buying Southora products, So little Cotton 
is growing this year that the otaplo is quite as 
likely to be higher as lower a year hence; hence 
it is very génorally bought and bold without 
apprehension, And the South is so bare of the 
first necessaries of lif. that yory little will re- 
main long in the hands of planters after they 
shall havo been offered'a fair price for it. Thon 
guerrillas are proving © barmless bugbear, and 
Voats are ranning|wherever the depth of water 
sufliccs, in unwonted freedom from approhon- 
sion of shot or shell, Tho country is rapidly 
settling into the quict ways of Peace; thoagh 
the gulf which yawns between tho ox-slaye- 
holders and their late chattels is but partially 
bridged. Doubtless, many thoueands of negrocs 
aro fleoing from plantations and herding in cities 
who might far better have remained; but many 
planters have made no effort to retain them, 
and asore experionce impels them to bolieve 
that any change must bo'an improvement. 
‘Thoy cannot realize that their freedom is as- 
sured while they romain where they have bi 
slaves; they do not believe they will be paid in 
the future by him who has paid them nothing ip 
tho past. Hence wide-spread idlences and 
wisery. Yet we beliovo theso aro silently 
abating—that every day sees thousands more of 
Blacks sottling to work for wages, whether for 
their old masters or others; and that more will 
be produced this season than seems’ to be 
genorally naticiputed. For every ono ont of 
place attracts attention: he drifts into some 
city, where he is pitied or cursed and written 
about; whilo tho thousands are quictly at 
work provoke no obsoryation. Tenco wo have 
faith that the South will do better this year than 
is anticipated, and better and better for some 
years to come. 

Yet we write to protest and warn against 
Overtrading—that is, Overbuying—and more 
especinlly against a rovival of the inflated bub- 
blo of Mercantile Credit which has so often col- 
lapsed disastrously. Woe protest against the 
incurring of debts when Specie is at a premium 
of 37@8 per cent., to be paid (very probably) 
when that preminm is reduced moro than hall, 
or altogether wiped out. Ho who borrows or 
buys on credit when $13,000 in curreney will 
not buy $10,000 in cvin rashes on hazards whioh 
one wortby of trust will geyerally ay Hu 


shows himaolf unworthy of credit whe at anol & 
time is eager to ran into debt. 


Our armies are being rapidly disbanded and 
returning to productive industry; but wo ehall 
not thenco have much addition to this year's 
harvest. Onr col mines, farnaces, &o,, are 
largely paralyzed by the sodden and great de- 
clino of prices and tho alleged inability of the 
owners longor to pay the wages demanded by 
their laborers, Our factories have in good part 
been stopped by the bigh prices of the staples 
they consumed, and they cannot all be put again 
in oporation at once. To reabsorb One Million 
of our young mcn into the channels of Product- 
ive Industry is at best a work of time. Mean- 
while, our Imports are very large; our For- 
eign Debt heayy; the weekly drain of specie to 
settle balances is at the rate of over $100,000,000 
per annum. If, wow, every-youngster or 6x- 
bankrupt who chooses is enabled to buy a stock 
of goods on credit and start or fill up a storo, 
wo shall soon be brought up by a disastrous 
crash. 

Pay Down is the sheet anchor of our National 
and individual safety, Let our importers buy 
no more goods than they oan pay down for, and 
sell to none but those who court and abide the 
same wholesome test. Let our retailers buy 
and sell on the same basis; and let our con- 
aumers resolyo to do without goods until able to 
pay for them. A general adherence to this rulo 
will carry us safely over to ampler harvests and 
better times, and enable ps to resume Specie 
Payment at an early day. We do not necd half 
so many traders as we usually havo; we can 
throw tho surplas into Productive Industry by 8 
gencral adherence to Cash Payment. All 
sound interests, all honest instinots, should 
unite in enforcing the policy of Pay es You 
Go. Let us have but one creditor—our countr, 
lot the National Debt be the Peoplo’s eayings- 
bank; lot us discourage all manner of gambling, 
extravagance, and highflying speculation; aud 
lot us all roalizo that the path to Prosperity lies 
through general frugality and a vast inorcase of 
Prodaction, There is no other rulo of business 
so sound, so wholesome, as Pay as You Go,

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A REVOLUTION IN MINING. 

Gold _and Silver are very good things to 
have, provided they cat be used; but Robin- 
zon Crusoe would haye gladly awopped his 
lump of tho yellow ore, alump as big as his head, 
for its weight in tenpensy nails, simply because 
it was useless for his pury Gold and silver, 
whetbor in big lumps or little, add nothing to 
tho wealth of a country, beyond a certain 
point, if to bring thom into uso costs 
moro than they ard worth, Our min- 
cral wealtb, enormous as it is, has these limits: 
first, that only o certaiy portion of it can be 
made available because of the cost of separating 
the precious metals fromthe ore; and, second- 
ly, that astill larger portion is of no value, 
since they cannot be soparated at all. Any 
process which shall cheapen tho extraction off 
gold and silver, from thoir ores, will add im- 
meusely to ourmatjonal means, and if it can 
effectually unlock those that are not now 
reuched at all, a new soaree of wealth is opened 
to us of incalculable value. Dr. J. C. Ayer, 
the well-known ‘chemist of New-England, has 
recently hit upon a mothod of disintegration and 
desulpburization of ores, which, if it dovs all that 
is promised of it, will make not only the fortune 
of those who aro connected with him in the 
ownership of the patents, but add largely to the 
weilth of the Notion itself. If this method 
shall prove successful we aro about to witness o 
revolution in mining which will so add to our 
national resonrces as to wnuko not only the pay- 
ment of the public debt si easy matter, but 
which will influence the commerce of the world, 
It is claimed for this now process, that it 
footnal in the disintegration and desulphurization 
of rock und ores by the upplication of liquid or 


liquid eolations whilo in a hentod state. Tha 
tobi or ure In ronuered off aul friable aud may 


be enaily roduced to porbdor, while tho volatile 
motals are, at the samo) time, expelled sud the 
base metals oxydizod. This leaves the gold und 
silvor free fur amalgamation, 
By the ordinary mothod of grinding and stamp- 
ing rock, the gold therein contained is so com- 
winuted, tbat alarge portion of it eludes the 
morcury and is lost. However finely tho rock 
be pulverized, it is found, under the microscope, 
to bo merely split into piccos or obipa of 8 
each of which contains gold within itself, bey ond 
the reach of mercury, and which is, of conrse, 
lost. In the one case the metal is lost becuusy it 
isitself ground and reduced too fine to ba ob- 
tained; in the othor, because it is" not roleased 
at all. No successful method of overcoming 
these difficulties has hitherto boon discovered, 
and, conscquently, under the system of extrac- 
tion now in uso, winers only getabout one-third 
of the gold therein contained. 
Dr. Ayor's process appears to obyiate these 
difficulties, for while it aggregates the precious 
motals into globules, by the natural action of 
heat, it destroys the molecular adhesion of the 
integral particles of tho stone, rendering it frin- 
Dio like chalk, It, in fact, disintegrates the 
rock into its atoms, go that it may be easily 
rubbed up into powder. So offectual is tho 
atomio separation that flint glass, or the hardest 
quarta or agato ia maile to absorb water like a 
sponge. Hence it is claimed tbat ores, treated 
by it, yield nourly all tho previous metals) 
they contain (over 90 por csvt) for the usual 
meana of extraction, Tho peess not only 
dostroys the rock without dividing the gold 
and silver, but also expels, by chemical action, 
any volatile metals, each {9 arsonic, an- 
timony or bismuth, whose prownco forbids amal- 
gamation by mercury; while/if aulphurets are 
present, the oxygon of tho d:composed wator, 
used in tho process, unites with the base metals, 
which romain ag oxydes, and bo sulpbur, unit- 
ing with the bydrogon, goca pif in clouds os 
aulphoreted hydrogen. Hence hinos that havo 
Deon abeadoned because they'could not al- 
thonga rich bo profitably worled, for any of 
te above reasons, may nov sae munificent 
return, and even the " tailings” ¢ the working 
mines yield more gold thaa bas iitherto been 
obtained from the mines temsclvet by the old 
mothod. Highly sulphureed ores ara frequont- 
ly among the richest that are found, but they 
have beon nearly worthles!, in consequence of 
the insuperable difficultks of extracing the 
metals from them. Now thoso difficultes ap- 
pear to be wholly remopd—diffioulties ‘hich 
have locked within the rks an untold amvunt 
of bullion. The great ifints gained, then, aio

can but imporfeotly| mplish.

Wow TO PAY THE DERT. 
Wo anticipate one good effect from thé prop- 
osition to pay off the National Debt by sab- 
ription, ‘The people, will come to look at the 
eat debt and see what it is, and how it will 
affect the country, and what prospect there is 
of its being paid. It is no longer a political 
bugaboo to allright the souls of foarful citizens. 
The newspapers most anxious to parade thia 
fancy scheme have heretofore made themselves 
memorable by a chrouic skepticism as to the 
real extent of the debt aud tho Nation's ca- 
pacity for payment, Thoirsudden conversion is 
u good thing jn itself; and, whenever we have 
soch doubts thrown at us again, we can refer to 
those subscription lists to show bow deeply the 
confideuce of our cayilors had been formerly 
fixed. 

Beforo we go into any empirical schemes, let 
us look at this debt for a momont and seo what 
it is, and how it can best be met and paid. 

I. The National Debt is sapposed to be the 
extraordinary s incurred by a state of 
war—the payment of soldiers and seamen, tho 
aso of guns, provisions and clothing, the 
tof ships aod transportation. A great por- 
tion of that debt has merely been absorbed from 
tho country to be rained down upon it in 
unother shape.
